Holds 7 Per Cent the Minimum. 


It always has been held by the company 
and by every state auditor sifite the time of 
Jesse K. Dubois in 1859 that 7 pef cent of the 
gross receipts constituted the maximum 
amount the company could be required to pay 
under its charter, and the returng have been 
made on this basis. - It now appears, from 
the interpretation put on the charter by Mr. 
Stead, that the 7 per cent constitutes the min- 
imum the road should pay, and that above 
that amount it is liable for the state tax on 
all its stock, property, and assets of whatever 
form. 

The company has listed no property with 
the state auditor since 1859, and no effort 
hitherto has been made to compel it to do 80, 
but with this opinion in hand the auditor 
will notify the officers at once to furnish a 
statement of assets, consisting of stocks and 
bonds of other roads, its lands, spurs, and 
all other tangible property, for the purpose of 


taxation. 
Wants New Lines Scheduled. 


The attorney general also holds that the 
lines acquired or leased by the Illinois 
Central since the construction of the original 
line must be listed for taxation the same as 
any other railroad property. 

The corporation is certain to resist this 
ruling, and the matter then will be placed 
in the hands of the attorney general, who will 
institute proceedings. A iong drawn out 
legal battle is expected te follow, and it may 
be years before the case finally is decided. 
Attorney General Stead has spent nearly 
four weeks preparing the opinion, and the 
authorities of several states have been con- 
suited in the framing of it: The document 
comprises over 6,000 words, and cites rulings 
of the Supreme courts of haif a dozen states. 


Attorney General’s Opinion. 


After reviewing the charter of the company 
and the court decisions, the attorney genera] 
holds: 

“ The company is required under the pro- 
vision of the charter to pay into the state 
treasury 5 per cent of its gross or total re- 
ceipts, proceeds or income derived from the 
original road and the branches authorized 
to be built under its charter, and it fs the 
duty of the company under its charter to list 
the stock, property and assets belonging to 
it with the auditor of public accounts, against 
which stock, property, and assets it is the 
duty of the auditor to extend the annual

One of the most sensational featues of the 
tragic climax is the charge that Clark had 
loaned thousands of dollars to Pennsylvania 
politicians aligned with the old Quay ma- 
chine. 

Last week State Banking Coutentsientd 
John A. Berkey of Somerset and John W. 
Morrison, one of his deputiés, visited the 
bank. They knew the condition it was in. 
Yesterday, in a desperate effort to save the 
bank from ruin, State Treasurer Mathieu 
sent an additiona) deposit of state funds 
amounting to $50,000, which made the total 
amount of state funds in the bank $782,000. 
This fact was admitted this afternoon after 
the suicide and the closing of the bank by 
Frederick Gwinner, the aged president. He 
wrung his hands as he made this admission: 

‘‘This will break up the republican party 
in the state of Pennsylvania.”’ 

Mr. Gwinner continued: 

‘* Nearly $700,000 of the $800,000 state de- 
posits of our bank tis out on paper of state pol- 
iticians. W. H. Andrews has borrowed nearly 
$400,000; Frank J. Torrance has borrowed 
considerable—I do not know how much.

MAYOR ISSUES AUTO RULES. 


Frames Set of Regulations to 
Check Reckless Chauffeurs. 


POLICE TO ENFORCE THEM. 


List of Seorchers Ready for Possible 
Revocation of Licenses. 


Mayor Dunne has compiled new rules of 
the road for chauffeurs. Over his signature 
the result of his pondering on the incapacity 
and recklessness of automobile scorchers and 
their associates was handed to the chief of 
police yesterday and will become a part of 
the unwritten code of the city and be used 
as an interpretation of the ordinance. 

Im part the rules probably will be printed in 
the police bulletin and their enforcement by 
every patrolman and detective ordered. The 
slight variation from the accepted ordinances 
will not be regarded as militating against the 
legal Status of the mayor’s edict. 


Mayor’s Rules for Autos. 


The rules, with explanatory and advisory 
comment on the most important, are as fol- 


lows: 
RULE IL. 


Right of Way Belongs to Pedestrians.— 
Chauffeurs should give pedestrians every 
advantage. 

RULE Il. 


Chauffours Must Exercise Care.—-Chauffeurs 
must not only not run down persons, but 
they should be careful not to frighten them. 


RULE IIL 
Must Run Slowly at Night.—Chauffeurs 
should avoid great speed. 
{Comment by Mayor Dunne.—I would be liberal 


op this point in daytime and in places where the 
road is clear. I would be strict after dusk and 


wherever there are many people.) 
; RULE IV. 

Slow Up at Crossings and Downtown,—Chautf- 
feurs' should be compelled to go slowly al- 
ways while in the business center and par- 
ticularly at crossings. 


RULE V. 

Must Keep to the Right.—Chauff should 
use only the right half of the roadway, no 
matter how long they may be delayed before 
the opportunity comes to pass preceding 
vehicles. 

RULE VI. 

Must Not Pass Moving Street Cars,—Chautf- 
feurs should not overtake and pass moving 
street cars. 

[Comment by Mayor Dunne}—This rule I would 
be the most strict about, as an automobile be- 
comes most dangerous appearing unexpectedly 
when retreat of the pedestrian is cut off by a 
moving street car.) 

RULE VII. 

Lights Must Illuminate Numbers.—Carry 
rear lights placed so as to shine on the license 
number: In this connection it is almost safe 
to presume that a machine which runs with-

LEAVES HIS WASTED LIFE. 


ALFRED HAMBURGER KILLS HIM- 
SELF IN MORRISON HOTEL. 


Son of Rich Pittsburg Distiller Leaves 
Note Telling Manager of Money in 
Satchel to Pay Bill— Clipping of 
Verse Indicates Despondency— 
Rabbi Stolz Tells Police Man Was 
Princeton Graduate—Father and 
Sisters Traveling in Europe. 


Admitting his “ wasted life and wasted 
opportunities,’ Alfred Hamburger, son of 


Philip Hamburger, a rétired millionaire: 


Pittsburg distiller, ended his life yesterday 
by firing a bullet into his brain while he 
was in his room at the Morrison hotel. He 
was 85 years old, and apparently was in good 
health. 

It is thought that he committed suicide 
@uring the early morning hours, but no shot 
was heard, and: his body was not discovered 
until late in the afternoon. A chambermaid 
was unable to get into.the room and a por- 


‘ter was called to pick the lock. He entered 
and found Hamburger lying on ‘the floor. 


Ona table near his bed his papers had 
been arranged in neat piles, and among them 
were several notes which he had written 
before putting the revolver to hishead. They 
all showed that the act had been calmly 
and deliberately planned, and that it was 
not the result of a sudden fit of remorse or 
melancholia. The first of the letters, writ- 
ten in blue pencil on the hotel stationery, 
summed up in less than a dozen words the 
cause of his act. It read: 

“A wasted life—all my own fault—and 
wasted opportunities. 

“ ALFRED HAMBURGER.” 


Philosophy in Verse, 

The other letters, to the manager of the 
hotel, comtained the information that money 
sufficient to pay his bill would be found in 
his suit case, and @ request that his attor- 
neys, Platzek & Strook, 320 Broadway, New 
York, should be notified. From his letters it 
was found that for several months he has 
lived at e Hotel Endicott, Manhattan 
square, Néw York. 

There was one more paper among those on 
his table that was considered significant of 
the cause of his suicide. It was a well worn 
piece of paper, and on it was written in pencil 
this verse: 

"Tis easy enough to be pleasant 
When life goes by with a song, 
But the man worth while 
Is the man who can smile 

When everything goes wrong. 


Rabbi Stolz Knows Him. 

But little could be learned of the man’s 
history until the police applied to Rabbi 
Joseph Stolzfor help. The story he told them 
agreed on the whole with the impression that 
had been given by the dead man’s last words.

Margaret M. Mather of the college of agri« 
culture at Manhattan, Kas. ; 
When the little woman had retired she had 
projected upon the mind of every mothe-- 
and every daughter in the audience, an image 
of a woman. with heart shrunk by lack of 
holesome nourishment and with soul soiled 
by the stain of tainted money. And this, 


she said, “ was an image of the woman of | 


today,’ 

In the making of her picture Miss Mather 
declared that femininity ‘‘ had been cruci- 
fied upon a cross of gold.” No longer, said 
she, is 4 young woman willing to marry a 
man with a modest income. The love tn a 
cottage ideal, she declared, ruthlessly has 
been destroyed by the onrush toward social 
ambitions. 

**Character, ability, and intellectuality no 
longer weigh much in the social scales,’ said 
the speaker; “and when one mother asks 
another if her daughter married well, the 
usual answer is affirmative or negative, ac- 
cording to the sige of the check the happy 
bridegroom ean sign. Our ideals have been 
powdered with gold dust. Woman’s measure 
is taken In diamonds and jewels, instead of 
worth, womanliness, and culture. 


Social Leaders Live Beyond Incomes. 

“The complexity of modern life has re- 
duced the joy of living toa minimum. There 
would be fewer embezziements and defal- 
cations if the housewife understood the 
value of a dollar. ewF women know how 
much their husbands can afford to have 
themrspend and most wome non the topmost 
rung of the social ladder are living beyond 
their income. 

“Not long ago a girl would have felt she 
was doing well financially if she married 
a man with an income of $1,500 to $2,000 a 
year. Nowadays giris expect their husbands 
to begin at the place their parents left off. 
I have heard men with large incomes say 
they had not the nerve to ask a girl to mar- 
ry them until they could give them as much 
as their parents had given them. They for- 
get that possibly it took the girl's father 
half a century to accumulate his wealth,” 

Miss Mather urged that every wife, son, 
and daughter be given an allowance, no mat- 
tér how small, to teach them the principles 
of economy and the value of money. She 
said that out of hundreds of families with 
whom she had come in contact she had failed 
to find a single one in which the daughters 
and sons were given allowances, and only 
one in which the wife hadan income. 

“As many women do not know what their 
incomé is, so thousands of them are living 
way beyond that Incorne. We women need 
more of a business educatio nand we need 


‘to put our homes on a business basis in- 
stead of trusting their management to In- | 


competent servants,” #he said. 

“Take up home making and home keeping 
as a busthess and society will be revolu- 
tionized. 

Woman’s Power Is in Home. 

“No power is so great as that of woman 
in the home. She is greater than the poli- 
tician, greater than the voter." 

Miss Mather urged that children be given 
work in the home and be paid for it in order 
to give them an appreciation of the difficulty 
of making money. “ Let your children earn 
something by working for it and they soon 
will learn the value of money,” she said. 
“Then they will not grow up to be spend- 
thrifts.”’ 

The speaker characterized the popularity 
of hotels and boarding houses as a peril to 
American family life. Every child has a 
right to a home, she said, and the cramped 
existence forced upon children in apartment 
hotels, and boarding houses is a 
menace to their future. When the speaker 
sa. down she was cheered. 


Enter Housewife, Exit Suffragist. 

That the convention of federated women’s 
clubs, now in session, marks the beginning 
of a new era in club activities was proved 
by today’s discussion. It may be said club 
women are going back to the home, and that 
all their energies again are being concen- 
trated within its four walls. Not once has 
the cry for the ballot been raised in this 
convention, nor will it be heard. The suf- 
fragist has been forced into a back seat and 
the housewife is in the iimelight. No longer 
will the leaders of the state federation go as 
lobbyists to Springfield, no matter what fate 
may meet its pet measures.. The resolution 
outlining the new legislative policy of the 
clubs will be presented for adoption on Fri- 
day.

pressing Fear for Future of Two Sep- 
arate Countries. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 18.—Aged King Oscar 

declared himself grief stricken today as 
he closed the extraordinary session of 
the riksdag, over the complete dissolution 
of tlie two countries, Norway and Sweden. 
Although he expressed hope that there would 
be a lasting peace and a good understanding 
betweén the’ countries, there was bitterness 
in his toné. 
“Tt is at a’critical moment,” said the king, 
“that I raise my voice in this hall. .The 
union formed in’ 1814 between the people of 
the Scandinavian peninsula, dfsunitea: for 
cénturies before, is ruptured, and the Swedish 
riksdag has, by’ a resolution adoptea Oct. 16, 
approved my proposal im regard to its’ disso- 
lution. '

“Itianot without deep regret that I see these

MERIT BOARD ORDERS TEST 
OPEN TO SUPT. R. T. FOX. 


Decides Against Contention of Street 
Superintendents That Examination 
Should Be Promotional. 


The civil service commission decided yes- 
tefday that the examination for assistant 
superintendent of streets in charge of street 
cleaning should be an original ona This 
méans that Richard T. Fox, the sixty day 
man now holding the place, will be eligible 
to.take it. The examination was set for 
Nov. 24. 

The ground the commission took in arriv- 
ing at its decision was that there were no 
éligibles for a promotional examination. 
This*particular position is in the tenth grade 
of .the civil’service, the grades being fixed 
by the pay given the employés, and there is 
nobody now holding a position in either the 
eight or ninth grade. The rules provide that 
ona promotional examination only employés 
of the’next two grades can take part, and so 
the conclusion was reached that only an 
original examination is possible. 


Ready for Double Platoon Test. 
‘Mayor Dunne and Fire Chief Campion 
have completed arrangements for a trial of 
the ““double. platoon system’’ in the 
Thirteenth battalion, with headquarters at 
6ST Sheffield avenue.

NW. G. Woodside of Oak Park Receives 
Purse from “Friends” of Alleged 
Robber, but Will Prosecute Latter. 


N. G. Woodside, a quiet suburbanite, liv- 
ing in Oak Park, always will have a good 
after dinner etory to tell regarding the mys- 
terious things which may happen to a man 
when he falls among thieves. He is expected 
to tell it in publio for the first time today 
in the Harrigon street police court when he 
faces *“‘Jimmy” Ryan, said to be a police 
character, who is charged with stealing Mr. 
Woodside’s purse on a Wentworth avenue 
car. 

Mr. Woodside missed his purse as he was 
jeaving the car and hastily jumped on again 
in time to discover Ryan departing by the 
front platform. This was at Archer avenue 
and Twenty-first street. The chase was 
short and resulted in Ryan's capture and 
his being taken to the Twenty-second street 
police station. There he was searched, but 
no purse was found. 

Monday night, according to Mr. Woodside, 
two strangers red at his Oak Park resi- 
dence and begged him not to prosecute Ryan 
on account of the latter’s ill health and his 
wife’s suffering. They said they were his 
“ friends,”” and, to prove it, produced the 
missing purse with ite contents, more than

cumbs to Pneumonia. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Special. )}—John 
Dempsey, @ marine fireman from Chicago, 
died at the Dmergency hospital tonight from 
pneumonia. Dempsey was arrested yester- 
day for supposed drunkenness, after he had 
been ejected from several saloons. It is now 
thought that he may have been delirious 
from fever when ejected. When he was 
taken to the police station he was found to 
be ill, and was hurried to the hospital. 


FIGHT IN JUSTICE COURT. 


White Man Accuses Other of 
Alienating Wife's Affections; 
Attack Follows. 


With a calm but fierce determination to 
end the life of the negro who had stolen his 
wife from him, Robert D. Stetson, a white 

man, chef at the Vendome hotel, yesterday 
pro and probably fatally wounded Lee A. 
Lamkins, colored, Dearborn street. 

The shooting occurred in the building at 146 
West Madison street, where the mulatto had 
been summoned to appear before Justice 
Grant to answer to the charge of alienating 
the affections of Stetson’s wife. 

Firing five shots, three of which took effect, 
the white man pursued the negro through the 
hall of the building and through two justice 
courts, untjl] finally they met im a desperate 
struggle, which was ended by the walter oi 
ence of constables. 

Frightened by the revolver shots and ine 
mad course of the two men, who knocked 
down several persons who steod in their way, 
lawyers and witnesses who were in the two 
court rooms flied from the building, returning 
a few moments later to find Lamkins appar- 
ently in a dying condition. Two bullets had 
lodged in his abdomen, and a thira had struck 
himin the leftarm. Stetson wag in the hands 
of constables, but he seemed satisfied that 
he had done what wae right. 


Porter Meets the Wife. 

While Stetson has been employed at the 
Vendome hotel his wife was cashier at the 
New Southern hotel at Thirteenth street and 
Michiganavenue. There Lamkins was a por- 
ter, and, it is said, became acquainted with 
Mrs. Stetson, Early in the summer the wom- 
an left her husband, and, it is said, went to 
live with the mulatto. Stetson now declares 
that he made several attempts to persuade 
her to return to him, but that she refused. 
She even began a divorce suit, employing a 
colored attorney as counsel. 

Stetson then made charges against Lam- 
kins, and he was summoned to appear before 
Justice Grant yesterday. Lamkins and his 
colored attorney, W. G. Anderson, were the 
first to arrive at the courtroom, and were 
standing at the head of the stairs when Stet- 
son entered. At sight of the negro he dis- 
played a revolver, and with a shout mounted 
the stairs at a rum Lamkins turned.to flee 
and ran to the end of the hall. 


Pursued Through Justice Courts. 

There Stetson again caught sight of him 
and fired twice as he was entering Justice 
Severson’s court, where a trial was in prog- 
ress. Through a side door the negro ran, 
shouting wildly for help, and as he burst 
into Justice Grant’s courtroom he vaulted 
the railing an@dranin back of the justice, hop- 
ing to elude his pursuer. Stetson fired again, 
and the bullet whistled close beside Justice 
Grant’s heack 

Then the negro made for the small gate in 
the railing, endeavoring to pass his assail- 
ant. Stetson intercepted him, and the nee 
gro, in desperation, grappled with him. As 
they went to the floor the husband placed his 
weapon against Lamkins’ side and fired 
twice. The third cartridge missed fire, and, 
reversing the revolver, he beat it against 
Lamkins’ head, while the wounded man 
scratched and bit In return, 

Willlam Howard, a court clerk, struck at 
the men with a heavy docket book, and at 
the same time they were seized by Constables 
Menard and Kruckstein. Stetson made no 
attempt to getaway, but remarked savagély:

“I want the people of Richmond to know 
what a great pleasure it has been for me to 
have been with them, and to have had an 
opportunity of meeting them personally. 

“Tf they like me half as much as I like 
them, we'll call it square and I'll be satis- 
fied. 

‘IT like the southern people. John Green- 
way here will tell you so, and I can’t ex- 
press how greatly I appreciate the warm 
Virginia welcome I received today.’’ 

Speech at Capitol Square. 

The president’s speech at Capitol square 
was the feature of the day’s demonstra- 
tion, in which the whole people participated, 
When the president appeared upon the plat- 
form he was greeted with hearty cheering, 
which continued for several minutes. 

When the applause which had greeted him 
subsided the president addressed the great 
crowd, saying, in part: 

‘‘ Here around Richmond, here in your own 
state, there lies battlefield after battlefield, 
rendered forever memorable by the men who 
counted death as but a little thing when 
weighed in the balance against doing their 
duty as it was given them to see it. These 
men have left us of the younger generation 
not merely the memory of what they did in 
war but of what they did in peace. 

“Only a heroic people could have battled 
successfully against the conditions with 
which the people of the south found them- 
selves face to face at the end of the civil 
war. There had been utter destruction and 
disaster, and wholly new business and social 
problems had to be faced with the scantiest 
means. The economic and political fabric 
had to be readjusted in the midst of dire 
want, of grinding poverty. The future of 
the broken, warswept south seemed beyond 
hope, and if her sons and daughters had 
been of weaker fiber there would in truth 
have been no hope. 


Win After Twenty Years. 

“Por twenty years the struggle was hard 
and at times doubtful. Then the splendid 
qualities of your manhood and womanhood 
told, as they were bound to tell, and the 
wealth of your extraordinary natural re- 
sources began to be shown. Now the teem- 
ing riches of mine and field and factory 
attest the prosperity of those who are all the 
stronger because of the trials and struggles 
through which this prosperity has come.” 


Travels in Comfort. 


The president and his party are making 
the southern itinerary in a train of four cars, 
vestibuled together and comprising all of the 
necessities and luxuries of travel of which 
the most modern railway equipment is capa- 
ble. The president’s car, “‘ Signet,’’ brings 
up the rear of the fiyer. It is a private car 
which he has occupied on several former 
occasions. An observation room trimmed 
in mahogany looks out over a broad platform 
railed in brass, from which the president 
will make many of his speeches. Three suites 
of two rooms each, one room of each sulte 
being furnished with a brass bed, comprise 
the sleeping quarters. In the forward end 
{is a kitchen and dining room. Ahead of this 
is the compartment car “ Penaleno,’”’ with 
two drawing rooms and seven staterooms. 


Fever Being Stamped Out. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 18.—The steady im- 
provement in the fever situation was main- 
tained today with an exceedingly low record, 
the death reports again indicating that little 
actual yellow fever is prevailing in New 
Orleans, and that of an exceedingly mild 
type. There were no deaths today and 
only five new cases,

TELLS OF VOYAGE 


OVER THE CLOUDS 


Jacques Faure, Who Traveled 
from France to Hungary 
{in Balloon, Returns, 


| 
ALIS 3 MILES, 5 MINUTES. 


Night Journey Made Through 
Glowing Moonlight in Freez- 
ing Atmosphere.

PARIS, Oct. 18.—Jacque Faure, winner of 
last Sunday’ + oon race, arrived in Parig 
today. He t the following story of. his 
trip from Paris to Leutschau, Hungary: 

“We set off from the Tuileries garden at 
twenty-four minutes past 4 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon, and passed across the Place Ven- 
dOmeé to the south of the Sacre Coeur at a 
moderate height, but on quitting Paris.alto- 
gether rose to an altitude of 6,000 feet or 
so above the clouds which had been depress- 


ing Parisians throughout the day. Above 


us, however, at perhaps 12,000 feet from 
the earth, was another cloud belt. So we 
whirled along between these two belts, in a 
clear but frightfully cold atmosphere. - 

“The cold was really terrible. All our 
water and other liquids were frozen solid. 
We felt about as miserable as possible. The 
hall and rain continually descended, drench- 
ing us through to the skin. 

“ At midnight exactly a remarkable dis- 
turbance in conditions took place. The cloud 
banks above and below us split up as if by 
magic, and we again saw the earth beneath 
us. I was not quite sure where we were at 
this time, but I fancy the mass of light we 
saw beneath us must have been Strasbourg. 


Voyage Through Moonlight. 

*“ Above us we could make out the great 
bear with distinctness. Indeed, from then 
onwards I was able to tell our bearings by 
the light of the pole star. Thus from mid- 
night to half past 5.o’clock in the morning 
we glided along in the glow of a magnificent 
moon.’ The clouds, however, filled in be- 
neath us,and obscured the world from our 
vision. 

* All this time it remained wretiueaty cold, 
Our bags of ballast, which had been wetted, 
were frozen solid and we were obliged to 
bang them against the edge of the car to 
loosen the particles of sand so that they 
non yan do no injury when we threw them 
ou 

“ At 6 o’clock in the morning we rose to 
12,000 feet and'continued torise. We already 
had sped above the Danube for over 260 
kilometers [162 miles] and had obtained 
most fascinating views from time to time 
as we swept along at a speed well over 100 
kilometers [62 miles] an hour. 


Falls Three Miles in Five Minutes. 


“All this time the morning sun was ex-+ 
panding the gas in the balloon and we were 
drying ourselves nicely. Yet all the time we 
were gradually sinking. Overboard had 
gone all our ballast, our spare clothes, bags 
of provisions—in fact, everything which tend- 
ed to weigh us down. We were racing, and 
took every advantage, but all was useless. 
The moment had come, as it comes to all 
balloonists, when the gas must dissipate into 
the air. We were 15,000 feet above ground, 
and still hurrying along when the descent be- 
gan. In seven minutes we had dropped 
through five kilometers (about three miles). 
In twenty minutes we came down in some 
trees in the neighborhood of Leutschau. We 
came in contact with the earth quite gently 
and suffered no damage. The balloon, 


scarcely damaged, is now on its way beck to 


Paris by train. 
De La Vaulx Holds Record, 


Fauer’s ballooning feat in covering a dis- 
tance of 1,400 kilometers (875 miles) from 
Paris to Leutschau, Hungary, between Sun- 
day afternoon and Monday morning, though 
an excellent performance, considering the 
adverse weather conditions, does not beat 
the record established by Comte dela Vaulx, 
when he landed in Russia, a distance of 2,000 
kilometers (1,250 miles) from faris. 

De la Vaulx said today: “‘ Some people look 
upon ballooning as dangerous. In the case of 
educated aeronauts I can conscientiously say 
it is not nearly so dangerous as autome- 
biling. Personally, I feel sure ballooning will 
be one of the chief sports of the future—for 
wealthy people first; then, as in automobil- 
ing, for everybody. The day will come when 
it will be quite common for people to go 
from Paris into the country with a balloon 
with greater safety than is offered either 
by the roadway or an automobile.”

Computation of the Tax. 


“ Whenever the amount of the state taxes, 
‘added to the 5 per cent of the gross receipts

** Whenever the taxes levied for state pur« 
poses shall exceed three-fourths of 1 per cent 
a year, the excess shall be deducted from the- 
gross proceeds or income to be paid by the 
company.” 

ierinions of the Charter. 


According to this interpretation, the 7 per 
cent mentioned never was intended to be es- 
tablished as a rate of taxation, but merely 
as a minimum figure. 

The charter states that the road shall pay 
into the state treasury ‘5 per cent on gross 
or total proceeds, receipts, or income derived 
from said road and branches for six months 
then next preceding” each time of semi- 
annual settlement, and in addition to this 
the corporation must, under its charter, pay 
the staje an annual tax “ upon all property 
and assets of every name, kind, and descrip- 
tion belonging to the said corporation.” 

The “ total proceeds, receipts, or income” 
is taken to include not only the gross earn- 
ings of the road through its operation, but 
also revenues derived from the thousandand. 
one incidental sources, such as rents of com- 
pany lands and terminal statton, advertising 
in suburban trains, and the lke, upon all 
of :which, it ia held, the company should pay 
5 per cent into the state treasury. 

An investigation in the office of the state 
auditor has disclosed the fact that no valua- 
tion of property has been made by the audi- 
tor’s department since 1859. 


Figuring Up the Tax. 


The balance for the year ending June 30, 
1905, showed the total value of the company’s 
property to be $262,899,881. The state tax 
rate for the year 1904 was 56 cents on each 
one hundred dollars of equalized value. 

The mpany, on this basis, should have 
paid $1,386,000 in state taxes for the year 
1904, In addition to $758,979.90, which is 5 
per cent of the gross earnings as reported by 
the railroad for the year. Thus, the aggre- 
gate taxes that should have been paid by the 
company for this one year are estimated at 
$2,144,979, instead of $1,062,571, which act- 
ually wae paid, as 7 per cent of gross earn- 
ings. 

Railway Attorney Surprised. 
John G. Drennan, attorney for the Illinois 
Central, who has charge of all tax matters, 
expressed surprise last evening at the opin- 
ion of the attorney general. He said he had 
not seen the opinion, nor did he know such an. 
opinion had been asked for. 

** We have been paying into the state treas- 
ury ever since 1859 sums based on a per- 


‘centage of our. gross receipts in lieu of all 
other taxes. Our charter specifically pro- 


vides ‘that we shall not be required to pay 
more, than. the sum which will be equal to 
7 per cent of the gross receipts and income 
derived from our original rpad'and branches, 
that being about 700 miles. ° 

‘We always have included @very {tem in 
our statement of gross receipts, even to the 
rent of a hay scale, and although the cry 
was raised that we did not include our local 
suburben business. we were able to refute 
that charge. I cannot understand why there 
should be any question raised at this time, 
but until I see a copy of the-opinion I shall 
not be able to say what attitude the road will 
take in the matter.’’. ) 


Result of Resolution in Assembly. 


The opinion rendered by ‘Attorney General 
Stead is the direct result of a resolution 
which was introduced in the legislature last 
winter by Representative Manny calling 
upon Gov. Deneen to have the books of the 
Illinois Central investigated, to ascertain 
if it was paying its full proportion of taxes. 
The resolution was lost, but the exposures 
made at that time, and which have since 
been made by J. L. Pickering, have resulted 
in Auditor McCullough’s requesting tHe at- 
torney general to reinterpret the charter, and 
to define his powers in levying taxes on the 
railroad corporation. Mr. Stead has said 
that, in his opinion, the railroad company 
fis not compelled to pay any percentage of 
the gross receipts derived from the operation 
of the branch lines not specified in its char- 
ter. But these branch lines must be listed 
under the head of assets, and the company 
should be compelled to pay the state tax 
thereon. 


Decision Made in 1858. 


The question arose in 1858, when Auditor 
Dubois, in his annual report, made the fol- 
lowing comment: 

“ A serious question has arisen between the 
state and the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany in reference to the liability of that 
company for taxes under its act of incorpora- 
tion. Under its provisions the property of 
the company became lable for assessment 
for the first time in 1857, and it accordingly 
was listed for taxation according to the man- 
ner prescribed in the act. The taxes upon 
the assessed valuation of the property, when 
added to the 5 per cent provided to be paid 
into the state treasury, exceeded 7 per cent of 
the gross earnings of the road for that year. 
The company insisted that under the law its 
Mability to the state for taxes cannot in a 
event exceed 7 per cent of the gross earning 
whilst we insist that it cannot be less, bu 
may be more.” 


Legislature Orders Property Listed. 

The result of this report was that the legfs- 
lature in 1859 passed an act declaring that ir 
the Illinois Central refused to list its prop- 
erty and assets it should be the duty of the 
auditor to list them and to levy a tax there- 
on for state purposes. The board took the 
matter into the courts, and after three years 
of litigation, a decision was rendered entirely 
ignoring the main question, and, in effect, 
finding for the railroad company. 

This decision came during the opening 
years of the civil war, when the road was 
in financial straits, and the matter never 
has been pushed again, until taken up by 
Representative Manny last winter. 

In the meantime, the value of the road has 
increased more than twenty times what it 
was in 1859.

The office of the commission, where the 
hearfhes took place, was crowded by offi- 
clals ‘and counse} for the three refrigerating 
car companies—the Armour Car Line com- 
pany, the Santa Fé Refrigerator Dispatch 
company, and the American Refrigerator 
Transit company—and the ten railroads 
which were named as defendants. In -the 
crowd which sat before the commission were 
George B. Robbins, president of the Armour 
company, and A. R. Urion, general counsel 
for the company. 

The refrigerating companies and the rall- 
roads first sought to establish that the com- 
mission had no jurisdiction whatever over 
the relations between private car lines and the 
railroads. They were not successful In a 
direct attempt to this end, and then ep- 
deavored to obtain a ruling as to whether 
it was or was not the purpose of the com- 
mission to issue an order in tue case at issue 
upon the testimony presented and the argu- 
ments of counsel. 


Appeal Is Headed Off. 


The commission refused to make any reply, 
save to direct that the hearing proceed on 
the assumption that a finding would be made 
or the complaints would be dismissed. Had 
the commission announced that it would 
make an order, an appeal to the Circuit 
court would lie for the refrigerating com- 
panies and the railroads, where their coun- 
sel believe they would be able to obtain a 
verdict declaring the commission was with- 
out jurisdiction. So long as the commission 
makes no order, however, it is possible for 
it to summon witnesses wherever it directs, 
In the direct examination, which was con- 
ducted for the commission by Frank Barry, 
formerly secretary of the interstate com- 
merce law convention, it was sought to es- 
tablish: 

1. Whether it is possible and practicable for the 
railroads to operate their own refrigerator ears, 
and, 

2. Whether the cost of the service to the ship- 
pers is less where the railroads operate their own 
cars than where the cars are operated by private 
refrigerator car lines, 

W. . Rowley, general freight agent of the 
Michigan Central, testified that his road has 
no contracts with refrigerator lines. 

“The shippers are charged $2.50 a ton for 
ice put in cars,’’ said Mr. Rowley. He esti- 
mated the actual cost of ice, not including 
hauls or interest on ice house investments, 
at $1.94 a ton. The cost of icing a car from 
Grand Rapids, Mich., to Boston, Mass., was 
estimated at $25, and he contended that the 
price was down to the actual cost. 


Rates on Illinois Central. 


F. B. Bowles, freight traffic manager of 
the Illinois Central railroad, testified that

and had no agreement-with private car lines 
for additional cars. He said, however, there 
is a difference in the amount paid, accord- 
ing to the territory in which. the cars are 
operated. 

Mr. Bowles filed a statement to show that 
the Illinois Centra] railroad refrigerator cars 
average about forty-four miles a day, and if 
paid for on the mileage basis the receipts per 
car would be about 38 cents.

Attacks Bowles’ Testimony.

“ Endowed institutions, whether under 
private or church control, have done a vast 
service, but, on the other hand, they have 
the defects of their virtues. Educational in- 
stitutions, whether private or State, are by 
They resist changes 
and improvements. They fight progress al- 
most as a law of their being, and the greater 
their endowments the more completely they 
are removed from the necessity of appeal to 
the life of their own generation for support, 
the more set do they become in their con- 
servatism, the more bulwarked in their op- 
position to all progress. They may by their 
wealth defy the currents of progress. They 
may oppose themselves to all forward move- 
ments. They not only maw do so, but in 
nearly every instance in history they have 
done so. ‘ 

“The state university is, therefore, to my 
mind necessary in order to help maintain 
the democracy of education; to help keep 
education progressive; and finally in order 
to keep higher education close to the peo- 
ple and make it the expression and outgrowth 
of their needs.

Dr. Murphy Tells of Progress. 


In the assembly of the medical school Dr. 
Murphy was the principal speaker. He gave 
a short history of surgery, touching the 
** high places,’’ as he said, 

**In the last twenty-five years,” he re- 
marked, ‘‘ there has been more accomplished 
in surgery than in one thousand years pre- 
vious. Segregation of medicine and surgery, 
which has been going on in the last few years, 
should be discontinued,” he added. ‘‘ Surgery 
is just beginning its real work. Advance 
must be along lines of internal medicine, not 
mechanical technique. It must be by theaid 
of chemistry, original research, and bae- 
teriology. What can this university do? It 
can build up its. greatest reputation in the 
state by establishing an experimental path- 
ological department.’’ 

In the early morning exercises the principal 
gepeech was given by President Angell of 
Michigan. 

Dean Judson of the University of Chicago 
said the great private institutions were not 
antagonistic to the state universities. 

When the darkness fell over the day of 
ceremony, 8,000 students broke loose and 
préceeded to cast a crimson glare over the 
heavens. A parade, illuminated by 2,000 
torches, stretched for two miles through 
Champaign and Urbana, and all along the 
line scouting parties created panic among 
householders. Marshals: mounted on dray 
horses directed the route, which at some 
points became arout. Three hundred floats 
decorated the line. Each department of the 
university was represented. 

A telegram sent by President Roosevelt to 
the university trustees read; 

** 74 igs with sincere regret that I findmyself 
unable .to accept your kind invitation to 
attend the installation of President James. 
I wish I were able to be with you, both be- 
cause of my high regard for President James, 
and because of my appréciation of the work 
being done by the University of Iiinois.”’

BOYCOTT IS THE WEAPON. 


Convention in Danville Will De-. 


clare Against Injunctions 
in Strong Terms. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Danville, Tl., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Farmers’ 
unions, as a means of securing the regula- 
tion of railroad rates, is a project ich 
found favor among the delegates tothe State 
Federation of Labor convention today. The 
plan will assume form tomorrow in the con- 
vention under the direction of Joseph W. 
Morton of Chicago. 

Morton will introduce a resolution provid- 
ing for a farmers’ union in every county of 
the state. Organizers will be asked at once 
of the American Federation of Labor, espe- 
clally to promote the movement. The scheme 
Morton has in mind is a departure from the 
ordinary style of farmers’ organizations 
which has thrived in Texas, Arkansas, and 
Indian territory. Its main object is to pre- 
vent rebute evils through establishing a boy- 
cott against certain roads. 

With all the farmers organized into unions 
Morton believes a boycott could be made 
effective. After a conference tonight with 
John W. Walker of the Danville miners and 
other country unfon leaders, Morton decided 
to launch the agricultural organization along 
these lines, 

Urging Anti-Injunction Action.. 

Some plan to checkmate the employers’ in- 
junctions also will be sought tomorrow by 
the labor delegates. Tie resolutions com- 
mittee spent two hours today in discussing 
ways and means of action. 

President Edwin R. Wright of the Chicago 
Typographical union No. 16 is here,. and is 
devoting every effort to enlist the aid of 
all the unions in the state in the anti-injunc- 
tion agitation. The refusal of Judge Holdom 
to modify the injunction granted the Chicago 
Typothete has stirred the delegates, and is 
furnishing an impetus to radical steps. 

Political wire pulling blocked the work of 
the convention almost entirely today. Sev- 
eral times the session adjourned to permit 
caucuses among’ the leaders who are seek- 
ing office. Many delegates became dis- 
gusted, and as a result a move is now on foot 
to eliminate union politics in future con- 
ventions, by having the officers elected by the 
referendum vote. 

The “ purification ’’ faction of labor dele- 
gates from Chicago sprang a surprise on the 
followers of Martin B. Madden, when they 
telegraphed to Chicago and brought half a 
dozen recruits from the teamsters’ union, 
including (harles Segerstrom of the ice 
wagon drivers and L. B. Beebe of the van 
teamsters. 

A new opponent of President Barney Cohen 
will be. selected, upon whom the scattered 
forces of the Madden opposition can unite. 
The man probably will be John J. Kearney 
of the her workers from Quincy. Thomas 
F. Kennedy of the Chicago musicians is on 
the *‘ purification” slate for the office of 
viee president, 

Want New Garnishment Law. 

Secretary. George T. Green of tile Illinois 
Retail Dealers’ association, which has been 
fighting for the repeal of the present garnish- 
ment law, Offered the olive branch to the 


workers in the morning session of the con- ° 


vention. Mr. Green asked the unions to meet 
the small merchants half way in an amicable 
agreement en the new garnishment statute. 

The federation instructed the executive 
board to meet the retail dealers, and agree, 
if possible, on changes fn the law satisfactory 
to both sides. 

The present convict labor law was at- 
tacked by Collis Lovely, first vice president 
of the International Boot‘and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union, who said he had investigated the 
conditions in twenty-eight penal institutions 
throughout the country. 

** 1] imagine I can see disaster in the future 
in the state of Illinois,’’ said he, “as a re- 
sult of the growing ten ency toward a new 
system of utilizing prison labor. The author- 
ities are taking advantage of the double in- 
terpretation of the new law in Ulinois. In- 
stead of selling 40 per cent of the prison 
labor products in the open market, they are 
selling much more. I would advise the state 
federation of labor to secure at once from the 
attorney general an opinion which will de- 
termine the exact meaning of the law."’ 

Miners in the bituminous coal districts will 
file demands for an increase in wages next 
January. This was’ stated authoritatively 
tonight by Thomas Burke, member of the 
executive board of the United Mine Workers 
of America, who is attending the conven- 
tion. 

The demands will be made known to the 
operators when the interstate conference 
for the purpose of renewing the wage agree- 
ments is held just after the New Year. 

The effect will be felt in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Tennessee, .

School Rate from 2 Cents on Dol- 
lar of Assessed Value Up te 8% 


Cents—Board to Ask County Clerk 


to Have Present Budget Scaled 
Down to What Actually Is Needed 
' fer System. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Peoria, Ill., Oct. 18.—[Special.}—Newton C, 
Dougherty’s robbery of the school fund for 
ten years was the greatest. single item in the 
educational expense of Peoria county, and 
now that the leakage has been stopped the 
tax rate for school purposes will be decreased 
appreciably. It developed today the school 
board will present a petition to the county 
clerk to have the rate scaled atonce. Dough- 


erty’s thefts caused thé rate for educational 


purposes nearly to be doubled within the last 
decade. 


In 1895 the rate was 2 cents per dollar of 
assessed valuation, in 1900 2% cents, in 1904 
8 cents, and this’year it was fixed at 3% cents. 
In that time several schoolhouses have been 
built and three more are provided for in this 
year’s appropriations, but when considering 
those {tems herty seems to have been 
the most expénsive part of the system. 

In 1904 the board derived from taxes $317,- 
770.27. Dougherty got away with about 


* $68,000 that year, according to an estimate 


made by the grand jury. The cost of the 
maintenance of the schools is estimated at 
$250,000 a year during recent years, and that 
figure includes appropriations for an average 
of one new school bullding a year. 

The amount to be derived from taxes this 
year approximates $420,000. Putting in three 
new buildings at $60,000, it is figured that 
the treasury will have a surplus of $120,000, 
which represents the cash value of the elim- 
ination of Dougherty from the budget. 

This elfmination, it is figured, will put the 
tax rate back to 8 cents, showing that Dough- 
erty in the last five years stole 1 cent on every 
dollar raised for schools.

THE RURAL POSTMAS 

A pleasing semi-official announcement as 
te the future status of fourth class postmas- 
ters was sent out from Washington last 
week. It has not been contradicted, and may 
be assumed ito be authoritative. The state- 
ment was to the effect that the.raral, or 
fourth class, postmasters, who have no fixed 
terms of office such as the presidential post- 
masters have, are to retain their places so 
long as they perform the duties to the satis- 
faction of their official superiors. 

The significance of this is apparent to 
those whe know that in the past the tenure 
of office ef the country postmaster has not 
dépended on the way in which he did his 
work, but on. the will and pleasure of his 
representative in congress—assuming that 
the representative belonged to the party 
which was in power. If a postmaster was 
not sufficiently zealous in his efforts to pro- 
mote the political fortunes of the represen- 
tative, a word at the postoffice department 
sufficed \to secure thé removal of the slug- 
gish political worker andthe appointment of. 
a more active one. “Technically the repre 
sentative “ advised" a change. Practically 
he ordered ‘it. 

In the future, ag in the past, the recom- 
mendation of the representative will be 
heeded when thére is a vacancy to be filled. 
The representative’s nominee will be ap- 
pointed. But, once in office, he will be be- 
yond the reach of the man to whom he 
owed his place. The “ spoils” system will 
be at an end as far as he is concerned and 
the “ merit” system will begin. He may 
refuse to work at the primaries to get dele- 
gates for his representative and it will not 
prejudice him with the postoffice depart- 
ment. Nothing will interfere with his per- 
manency of office unless he shall neglect his 
duties or be found incompetent to perform 
them. 

The new departure will be unwelcome to 

congressmen. It will strip them of a great 
part of the “ spoils ” power they have when 
the party to which they belong has control. 
They will be unable henceforth to depend on 
the “loyalty” of the men for whom they 
get postmasterships, because they cannot 
have those men turned out for doing unsat- 
isfactory work for them. 
Much is gained for good government when 
a postmaster feels that merit will keep him 
in office and the caprice of a politician can- 
not put him out of it. The day wifl come 
assuredly when another forward step will 
be taken. The wishes of a representative 
should not be supreme when a vacancy is to 
be filled. The rural eommunity which the 
postmaster is to serve should have an op- 
portunity to express its preferences. No 
inan to whom it has reasonable objections 
should be forced upon it. If the wishes of 
a community and of a representative clash 
his should be disregarded. The fourth class 
postmasters should be taken entirely out of 
the hands of the spoilsmen. 
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THE COMING FLOWER SHOW. 

The Chicago public has taken too little 
aotice of the effort of the Chicago Horti- 
cultural society to instill a love of flowers 
in the hearts of the city’s people. With its 
yearly exhibitions the society tries earnest- 
ly to impress the public with the fact that 
Chicago is the largest flower market in the 
world, and, in proportion to-its size, the 
smallest consume? of flowers. Many have 
been brought to know and appreciate 
flowers through these exhibitions. Hither- 
to, however, lack of adequate space has 
hampered the society in its efforts to do 
justice to Chicago’s pre@éminence in the 
floral world. This year the exhibition will 
be held in the Coliseum. That means 
there will be no lack of space. ‘There will 
be one and a half acres of flowers, and the 
Chicagoan who fails to visit the Coliseum 
next month will deprive himself of a rare 
treat, besides failing to lend his encourage- 
ment to a worthy enterprise. 

One new and interesting feature of this 
year’s exhibition will be the practical dem- 
onstrations and instruction in flower culture 
for the city family. Object lessons in the 
shape of model back yards, lawns, and win- 
dow boxes will be supplemented by in- 
struction from expert gardeners, who will 
give the amateur accurate information on 
any subject within the scope of flower grow- 
ing. The persons who sigh for the sight of 
a flower in the city need sigh no more if they 
will but follow the experts’ instructions. 
No one, not even the occupant of a city flat, 
is so poor as to be without a windew ledge. 

It is to be hoped that many Chicagoans 
will adopt for practical use the suggestions 
offered at the exhibition. Also it is to be 
hoped that ‘Chicago will wake up and be a 
better. patron of its flower industry. Chi- 
cago has sore need of beauty. None of 
the things that men may make to beautify 
the city can be compared with the flowers 
that are grown here, and which are shipped 
away. The “city beautiful "4s, of course, 
n pleasant dream for the present, but a 
spread of flower love will mean that the 
dream is one step nearer its realization, 
Chicago should use more of its flowers. 
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INFLUENCING LEGISLATURES. 

Large sums haye. confessedly been paid 
out by certain life insurance companies to 
influence state legislatures. The inference 
generally drawn has been that some of the 
money was pocketed by legislators in return 
for passing bills the companies wanted or 
killing bills that were prejudicial to their 
interests. President McCurdy of the Mu- 
tual denies that any of the money spent by 
his company to influence legislation went for 
bribes or blackmail. He “ resents the sug- 
gestion ”’ that the money was spent in im- 
proper ways, and tells how it was used. The 
explanation is interesting. 

When a state legislature met the person 
employed to see that it did no harm to the 
company visited the state*’capital and found 
out where the political godfathers, relatives, 
and near neighbors of legislators lived. He 
made journey after journey to get acquaint- 
ed with them and enlighten them on the sub- 
ject of insurance. He went to Washington, 
talked with the senators and representatives 
from the state, told them how much harm 
unfriendly insurance legislation would do, 
and got letters from them to the members of 
the state assembly.

sit and listen to him.” After they had 
listened they presumahly became quite in- 
terested in the subject and used their in-

LITERATURE FOR THE SMALL BOY. 
The determination of the woman's clubs 
of the state to develop a taste for “ good 
literature” among the boys is edditional 
evidence of the modern tendency to rob the 
boy of his boyhood. By depriving the 
young generation of such books as they 
have hitherto reveled in, and by supplying 
them with books containing an “ uplift,” 
the women propose to effect a complete 
revolution in'the literary tastes of the small 
boy. They ascribe his present taste for 
books that do not uplift to the fact that 
his literary likes have not been cultivated 
properly. They believe that he reads the 
books he does because he has never been 
taught the joy'that lies in the perusal of the 
uplifting kind.’ By altering his literary diet 
the women intend to make his tastes so 
discriminating that anything more exciting 
than the “ Pilgrim’s Progress"’ will be 
scorned by him as too melodramatic. 

Poor small boy! The progress of the 
world toward the higher things tends more 
and more to make his lot a sad one. What 
will the boyhood of a boy amount to if he 
does not come to know “ Tom Sawyer,” or

It was said at the time that her 
refusal was prompted less by any religious 
scruples than owing to a previdus attach- 
ment. This attachment is now understood 
to have been the young head of the house 
of Paget, who, it may be remembered, suc- 
ceeded to the marquisate and to the estates 
of his eccentric cousin last March. i 

It remains to be seen whether King Ed- 
ward will give his sanction to the match, 
which is necessary in order to render it valid, 
Of course, the German relatives of the prin- 
cess—her mother is a member of the reigning 
house of Prussia—are likely to oppose the 
marriage, considering it in the light of a 
mésdiliance, and under any circumstances 
wili never regard it as @ mogkanatic union, 
since the marquis is neither royal nor me- 
diatized. But, after all, two of King Ed- 
ward's sisters have wedded nobles, the Prine 
cess Louise being the wife of the duke of 
Argyll, who ranked officially and in the eyes 
of the law as a mere commoner when he 
married her, and occupied as seat for many 
years afterwards if the house of commons, 
while one of the king’s own daughters—name- 
ly: the eldest—is married to the duke of 
Fife, who was an earl when the late Queen 
Victoria gave her consent in council to the 
alliance.

On that occasion there was some hesitation 
about allowing the match, owing to the 
proximity of the princess to the throne, and 
the likelihood of her being called upon to 
succeed to the crown. But no such argu- 
ments could be invoked in the present case, as 
not only all the children of the prince and 
princess of Wales but likewise those of the 
duchess of Fife and of Prineess Charles of 
Denmark have prior rights to the crown. 

The present marquis is still a minor and 
will not attain his majority unt!l next April, 
which, of course, is another obstacle to any 
marriage until after that time, whether it be 
with a royal princess or a girl of less exalted 
rank. He is_an officer of the Royal Horse 
Guards [the Blues], and is as simple, quiet, 
and sensible in his tastes and behavior as his 
predecessor was eccentric and theatrical [the 
late peer being indeed crazy on the subject 
of showing himself to the public, bedecked 
from head to foot with gorgeous jewels). He 
is a son of the late Lord Alexander. Paget, 
brother of the fourth marquis; and has a 
younger brother of sixteen.- After that in 
the line of succession comes his uncle, Lord 
Berkeley Paget, and the latter's soldier son 
Rowland. Two other lives—namely: those 
of old Gen. William Paget and Fitzroy 
Pagei—stand between the marquigate and 
Gen. Arthur Paget, married to the daughter 
of “eg late Mrs. Paran Stevens of New 
York. ‘ 
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Lord Anglesey is rich. His income, of which 
he will become er on his twenty-first 
birthday, amounts to some $700,000 a year, 
and is certain to still further increase exten- 
sively, owing to the recent development of 
the rich mines an the Staffordshire estates. 
Moreover, the property is. unincumbered. 
For when the late marquis died last March 
the enormous liabilities which he had in- 
curted, and which led to the famous sale of 
his personal belongings, became ipso facto 
extinguished, his creditors recovefing the 
greater part of their money through the in- 
surances which they had taken out on his 
life. Trué, the various country seats of the 
marquis have been robbed of many of their 
finest treasures and most historic relics 
through the extravagance of the late peer. 
But they are far from being é¢mptied or 
dismantled, and there are plenty of valua- 
ble paintings, old furniture, and hefrlooms 
which remain to render_the mansions in 
question perfectly appropriate for the resi- 
dence of even a royal princess. 

The Paget family was founded by Sir Wil- 
liam Paget, secretary of state to King Henry 
VIII., and from that time forth the Pagets 
have always played an important rdle in 
the affairs of state. True, the family became 
extinct in the male line at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, on the death of the 
last of the Pagets, Caroline, daughter and 
heiress of Gen. Thomas Paget, and who was 
married to Sir Nicholas Bayley. Her eldest 
son by this marriage inherited through her 
the barony of Paget, which, being a barony 
in fee, is transmissible in the female line, 
and he thereupon dropped his father’s name 
of Bayley to assume that of Paget along 
with the title. ; 
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Before he died he was created ear! of Ux- 
bridge, and it was his son who was the fa- 
mous cavalry general and who was cre- 
ated marquis of Anglesey for his services at 
the battle of Waterloo. He was a gay war- 
rior, and the trifling fact that he had been 
crippled by the loss of a leg at Waterloo 
@id not in any way interfere with his devo- 
tion to other wives than his own. In fact 
his domestic arrangements were extraordin- 
ary. For, after having eight children by his 
first wife, Lady Caroline Villiers, daughter 
of Lord Jersey, he was divorced, and at 
once proceeded to. marry the divorced wife 
of the first Lord Cowley, to whom he was 
obliged to pay $100,000 damages as co- 
respondent for the alienation of that lady’s 
affections. She had four children by her mar- 
riage with Lord Cowley, and then by her 
union with Lord Anglesey she had six-more 
children, so that the family omnium gath- 
erum consisted, all told, of eighteen children, 
fourteen of them Pagets and four of them 
Wellesleys—that is to say, the offspring of 
the first Lord Cowley. 

The grant by the prince regent of the mar. 
quisate of Anglesey to this gay old soldter 
excited a good deal of indignation, owing to 
the fact that the title of Anglesey had been 
regarded up to that timé as belonging to the 
Annesley family There were no less than 
six Annesley earls of Anglesey, and it was 
the sén of the fifth earl who furnished the 
theme of s0 much romance as the “ wander- 
ing heir.’’ 

The fifth earl was a dissolute spendthrift, 
who had separated from his wife soon aftér 
the birth of his only son, and had then fallen 
under the Influence of a dissohite woman 
who -conceived a hatred more intense than 
that of any stepmother for young Lord Al- 
tham, the title by which the earl’sson was 
up to that time known. He was packed off 
at the age of 8 or 9 to a sort of ‘* Dothe- 
boys Hall”’ echool, where like an ennobled 
** Smike ”’ he was employed tn the most men- 
ial and arduous labor until driven. by mal- 
treatment to ruh away. In fact, he disap- 
peared and as his lifé was an obstruction to 
his father’s granting certain leases ngces- 
sary to the impoverished state of his finances, 
Lord Anglesey gave out that his son was 
dead. 
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The earl died when the boy was about 14, 
and in the latter’s absence Richard Annes- 
ley, a distant cousin, succeeded to the peer- 
ages and estates as sixth earl. A mere ac- 
cident brought, not long afterward, the sixth 
earl and the real heir together. The earl 
did not stick at trifies and found Nttle dim- 
culty in inducing a certain ship captain to 
shanghai young Lord Altham and to carry 
him off to America. On reaching this coun- 
try the captain virtually sold the lad to a 
Pennsylvania planter for a term of years. 
The homely daughter of his master fell in 
love with the young lord, and to escape her 
advances he fied to the coast, made his way 
to Jamaica, took service on a British man- 
of-war before the mast, and on his story com- 
ing to the ears of the admiral In command 
he was not only discharged but likewise 
furnished with means of prosecuting his 
claims to his father’s titlesand estates. After 
a trial lasting fifteen days at Dublin he man- 
aged to recover the estates. Curiously 
enough he never seems to have pursued his 
claim to the title and died without leaving 
male issue. 

The house of lords would not allow the 
son of the sixth earl of Anglesey to succeed 
to the earldom, and although his son in turn 
endeavored to recover the title he failed to 
accomplish his purpose, and died without 
leaving male issue, thus leaving the Paget 


marquis of Anglesey in undisturbed posses- 


sion of his title.

The *‘ Little Girl Like Me’’ is a barefaced 
filch, almost note for note, from the familiar 
“Just My Style’’ which scores one of the 
great successes in ‘“ Fantana,”’ but this fact 
in nowise detracts from its effectiveness, 

The audience, knowing it for weeks, was 
ready to whistle it the second time it was 
sung yesterday, and soon relieved Miss Hol- 
line and her associates from the necessity of 
voicing it during the numerous encores that 
were demanded. 

Miss Finlay sings 80 as to win applause, 
her “Magyar Maid”’ being called for sev- 
eral times. Miss Marie is vocally inadequate 
and woefully amateurish, and her solo were 
well omitted if she be retained for the part 
of Marjorie. Mr. Paulton gives an amusing 
and new variant of the famillar Anglicized 
American, and Mr. Earnest, Mr. White, Mr.

In the evening *‘ The Passion Play,” which 
forms the second number in Mr. Holmes’ 
travelogue series this year, was given for the 
first time. It consisted of a visit to two of 
the palaces of Mad Louis of Bavaria, and 
then to Oberammergau, where the scenes, 
people, and incidents of the Passion Play 
were pictured and described. The material] 
was in large measure the same as was shown 
in the Holmes lecture on the great play after 
its presentation in 1900, but there were addi- 
tional and better motion pictures, a number 
of new views, and a distinct improvement 
in the talk itself. 

Mr. Holmes has “found himgelf’’ in his 
work this season, and the result is delightful 
freedom and smoothness of delivery and a 
certain intimate good felloavship that make 
these travels with him a keener and more 
complete pleasure than they ever before 
have been. His lecture last night was the 
equal in oharm of delivery and interest, ¢f 
matter of John Stoddard’s when these latter 
were at their best, and with the additiona] 
merit of pictures and motion pictures su- 
perior to any Mr. Stoddard had at his dis- 
posal. The evening was like an actual visit 
to the lovely Bavarian village andits honest, 
simple folk.

I met him first at the Lotos 
club, New York, in 1886, It was then that he 
introduced the right and left crease in. trou- 
sers and for a moment threatened the reign 
of the fore and aft crease. 

Afterwards I met him in the newspaper 
office of William Dorsheimer, who was then 
conducting the illfated New York Star. The 
two men knew each other well. They were 
both scholars of a high order, both littéra- 
teurs of infinite taste and perception, Dors- 
heimer himself being the most powerful ana 
luminous of writers: Between them existed 
a true bond of sympathy—the sympathy of 
mutual tastes, common experiences, and 
kindred ideas. Their- conversation was a 
delight to the listener. They talked from 
young hearts but opulent minds. 

It was at the Lotos club, during Mr. Irv- 
ing’s stay in New York, that Harry Dixey 
made his appearance late one night in the 
Irving makeup, exactly as he used it in

fire at the Bijou theater in Broadway. The 
rooms were crowded at the time with profes- 
sionals as well as amateurs in music, art, 
literature, and the drama.

PEKING, Sept. 14.—This has been a great 
day in Peking. <A considerable portion of 
the Corbin party was received by the dowager 
empress and the emperor of China at the 
summer palace, about three hours’ ride 
from our hotel by sedan chair or rickshaws. 


It is not often that the royal family of China 


performs this act of courtesy and receives 
so large a party. The dowager empress is 
over 70 years of age, and is called the aunt 
of the emperor, who is about 30 years of 
age and looks like a boy. 

Promptly at 9 a. m. the formal audience 
began. The gentlemen were received in one 
room and the women in another. But both 
the dowager empress and emperor gave 
greetings in each room. Former Minister 
Wu, who speaks English fluently, and who 
is one of the ablest men in China, acted as 
interpreter. Minister Rockhill made a 
speech to the throne, which was interpreted 
by E. T. Willams. The dowager empress 
replied, and her speech was translated by 
ex-Minister Wu. Both parties remarked 
that it was a fine day, and both parties agreed 
that China and the United States were the 
greatest countries in the world.

At the«meeting of the directors of the 
Wabash railread company George J. Gould 
resigned as chairman of the board, and BH. 
T. Jeffery was chésen for the place. - ) 

It is presumed this action grows out of the 
position taken by Joseph Ramsey Jr. in the 
St. Louis courts, and also at the annual meet- 
ing of the Wabash stockholders, that Mr. 
Gould, because of his official connection 
with the Missouri Pacific as president, could 
not legally be chosen for the position of 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
Wabash. On the same ground objection was 
made to Mr. Gould's presiding at the 
meeting of shareholders. While Mr. 
Gould’s attorneys and also the .stock- 
holders successfully opposed Mr, Ram- 
sey’s contention, there may have been suffi- 
cient color of importance in it to suggest the 
action taken. 


However, Mr. Jeffery is regarded as Mr, 


Gould’s closest adviser in railroad matters, 
In addition, they are closé persona! friends, 

Mr. Jeffery’s selection as chairman is 
the outgrowth of those relations. 

As anticipated, F. A. Delano was elected 
president ef the company, while the position 
of traffic manager, held by A. C. Bird, was 
not filled. Mr. Gould and his friends speak 
highly ef Mr. Delane’s ability. It is not that 
they so express themselves in public, but it 
is their private and sincere judgment. They 
have said that Mr. Ramsey’s operation of the 
Wabash was becoming loose, and the proper 
results frem gross earnings were not being 
ebtained. The August statement of the road, 
issued yesterday, shows the effect of Mr. 
Delano’s policy 'in reducing the operating 
ratio. Although gross earnings for the 
month decreased $229,082, the decrease in 
operating was $320,028, leaving an increase in 
net of $00,046. The cost of operating was re- 
duced from 71.52 per cent for August, 1904, 
to 64.57 per cent for August, 1905. The de- 
crease in gross is due to the fact of compari- 
son with the St, Louis*wor}d’s fair traffic, 
which in August was at its height. 


Western Pacific Plans. 

E. T. Jeffery, in addition to being president 
of the Denver afid Rio Grande, a Gould sys- 
tem, and now chairman of the board of 
directors of the Wabash, is also president of 
the Western Pacific, the line which Gould is 
constructing te the Pacific coast. Mr. Jeff- 
ery said a few days ago that two and a half 
years would be required to complete the 
Western Pacific. Of the $50,000,000 bonds 
sola to construct the road, the proceeds of 
$12,000,000 have been set aside te meet inter- 
est charges until] the road shall be in opera- 
tion. There is left, therefore, $38,000,000 
bends for construction, and the relatively 
low cost a mile which this indicates is due to 
the fact that for several years surveyors were 
in the field mapping out the most advan- 
tageous reute. 

At the annual meeting of stockholders of 
the Denver and Rio Grande rairoad company 
at Denver the retiring directors were re- 
elected except that Edwin Gould was chosen 
in place of W. H. Taylor. 


Republic Iron and Steel. 

John W. Gates and his friends apparently 
had their own way at the annual meeting of 
stockholders of the Republic Iron and Steel 
company, held in Jersey City in the after- 
noon.

The vote was 
unanimous. The directors are scheduled to 
meet today for organization. 


Advance in Locomotive Common,

various solutions were offered at the close of 
the market. The openin@vas at 59%, the 
high price 654%, and the last quotation 64%.

It may seem humorous to 
find that New Yorkers have been buy- 
ing rearns of Chicago subway stock on the 
theory that it was an underground passen- 
ger railway system similar to that with 
which they were familiar.

prove large earnérs. Fault has been found 
with the ballooning of the stock that had no 
demonstrated earning power back of it. But 
at a quotation of 40, and with the prospects 
ahead, there.cannot, to all appearances, he 
found so much to criticise. Unless the rail- 
road people who will really make the traffic 
for the company have greatly overestimated 
possible earnings, the returns should be sat- 
isfactory within a few years. However, 
some of these same railroad people got into 
the stock market when Subway was around 
75; still, guessing a market and hauling 
freight are two different propositions.
